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Residents want action 
on Shell site 


About a dozen residents of 
Forest Lawn appeared before 
committee of the whole 
meeting Monday evening re- 
questing action on the Shell 
owned property backing V.J. 
Maloney school grounds. 

There might have been 
more but the Gazette was 
informed that the people 
concerned did not get notice 
that they were on the agenda 
until Monday, and some of 
the letters arrived Tuesday. 
It was unfortunate said Mrs. 
MacPherson, as we had 
planned to have a drawing 
completed and a more formal 
presentation ready. 

Mr. Joseph Hennessey of 
Fair Oaks Drive, who had 
initiated the move to have 
something done about the 


Shell property in mid May is 
in Europe. He had prepared 
letters for distribution to the 
people in the Fairchild, Fair 
Oaks, Fairview, Churchill’ 
area in two copies. Residents 
were invited to sign them 
and send one to council and 
one to Shell. ‘‘About 60 or 
more,’ were sent in to Town 
Hall, according to Mayor 
Plain. 

The residents want the 
property cleaned up and the 
zoning changed from neigh- 
bourhood commercial to sin- 
gle family residential or 
parkland. 

The mayor said Shell had 
been told about the concern 
of residents on the surface 
condition of the lot which was 
rough and uneven, noting 


that he recently saw a grader 
at work. 

Onthe rezoning he said he 
suggested the C2 had been in 
effect simce the subdivision 
went in (1970). The residents 
ideas on rezoning to park and 
how it could be developed 
raised a number of questions 
said Mayor Plain, such as 
what is the demand for 
commercial in the area. Shell 
he said have indicated they 
will have a plan ready for 
1977, The firm had received 
a number of tentative pro- 
posals for the property, 
including a church. 

If we rezone private 
property from commercial to 
park then the public must 
pay said the mayor. If the 
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Council hears pros and 
cons of C.B. operations 


Jack Garrett and John

Lukay opposes 


) as pool site 


Two out of three recommendations from Administration Committee for recreation facilities 
were given the green light by town council meeting July 5th, but the third one, dealing with a 
covered pool and racquet courts to be built in Fountain Park, next to Paul Kane school, ran 
into stiff opposition from Councillor Lukay. 

Councillors Throndson and Smith were away on vacation. 

Vote was unanimous on the recommendation to locate multi purpose recreation facilities 
on the Oblate site [former Rodeo Grounds off Highway 2] to include an arena, and the vote 
was also unanimous that the firm of Phillips Barratt be appointed as architects for both the 
swimming pool and arena projects. 

Coun. Throndson however had opposed both the oblate site for arena and the hiring of 
Phillips Barratt at the Administration Committee meeting on June 28th. 


A pool and courts in 
Fountain Park is poor plann- 
ing and I will not support the 
siting said Coun. Lukay. It 
would be overcrowding of 
public facilities in one area 
which has four schools, a 
school board building, day 
care centre with intent to 
house a teen centre in the 
basement, and a future 
commercial site adjacent (a 
reference to the Shell pro- 
perty adjacent to Maloney 
School, originally planned for 
a service station and neigh- 
borhood shopping facility). 

Council is being insen- 
sitive he said in taking away 
a park which people had 
been awaiting for many 
years. They lived with 
blowing dust - and now when 
the park is constructed we 
put structures and a parking 
lot on it. ; 

He also said he didn’t 
think council was considering 
the financial loss of $30 - 
$50,000 in park landscaping, 
and was even more con- 
cerned that the development 
would result in more serious 
flooding on Perron Street, ‘‘a 
problem we have not yet 
resolved. The park, he said, 
absorbs a large portion of 
runoff water, which won’t 
happen when it is converted 
to buildings. 

Traffic congestion was yet 
another area where Coun. 
Lukay felt the Fountain Park 
facilities were a mistake. 
Now we are reversing our 
policy not to extend Bishop 
street to Churchill. 

‘*If a developer brought in 
such a proposal, said Coun. 
Lukay, council would look at 


it much more closely, but for 
some reason we are not 
looking closely at this one. I 
realize council is anxious to 
provide the facility - but must 
we throw all logic:; out the 
window? 

Coun. Lukay felt the 
council Ad Hoc Committee 
on rec facilities had been 
strongly influenced by the 
Parks and Rec Board after 
their spring surveys of public 
opinion, and that perhaps the 
greatest influence had come 
from the Protestant School 
Board, who were interested 
in the facility and would reap

some cost benefit. However 
the councillor anticipated, 
that benefit might be re- 
duced, in that the school 
would only have a holding 
area under the present pro- 
posal. Kids will wait in the 
school - will the principal 
accept such use of hallways 
even during classes? He 
thought the school board’s 
argument that the site would 
reduce busing costs was also 
open to question. I’m cer- 
tain, said Coun. Lukay that 
with the type of weather we 
have, very few parents would 
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Councillors favour 
oblate site 


In supporting the Ublate 
site for a recreation facility 
centered around a covered 
arena, Councillor Fyfe said in 
selecting a site for recreation 
it was important to look at 
what type of facility is 
planned. If an arena we must 
look at a facility easily 
accessible for the entire 
community, including Lac- 
ombe Park. And again ask if 
there is expansion potential - 
perhaps for another curling 
rink where we could double 
up on costs of plants. We 
must look at needs five or ten 
years down the road she 
stated. 

The other site considered 
was at St. Albert High, said 
Coun. Wetsch. The impact 
on the neighbourhood and 
traffic repercussions were 
considered for residents of 
Malmo, Mission and streets 


in the Mission area. The 
Oblate site offers all advan- 
tages without the traffic 
difficulties at St. Albert 
High. 

Coun. Breadner also sup- 
ported the site, saying it 
makes use of site we have an 
agreement on. We do not 
have to have an extravagant 
facility - it can be modest he 
added. But the great thing is 
expansion for the future. We 
begin to utilize the site now 
and there is great savings for 
the future. 

We examined possible 
sites in the Lacombe Park- 
Mission area said the mayor 
and we had basically two: St. 
Albert High and the Oblate 
site. When we started to look 
at the impact on residential 
areas there were clearly only 
one site - the oblates. Future 
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Silver Cross Mother Maude Potter, the adopted mother of Branch 271, cut the ribbon officially opening the new Royal 
Canadian Legion building which is located across the street from the old building on Tache Street. Branch 271 President 
Reg Bremner assisted Mrs. Potter as she cut the ribbon at Sunday afternoon’s opening ceremonies. 
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park would benefit only a 
limited area should the cost 
be borne by residents of that 
area. If the park is a general 
benefit and is paid for out of 
general revenue, he went on, 
it is then a question of 
priorities re Parks and Re- 
creation expenditures. So we 
will give opportunity to the 
résidents to express their 
opinions. 

Mr. Tom Sentes opened 
with two questions: first on 
rezoning he said a park 
would be nice but he would 
like to see provision for a 
pool or arena, and felt that 
there were service clubs 
around who would be in- 
terested. Secondly he felt 
that if the property reverts to 
park the town should pay for 
it and not put it on the area 
people. 

The mayor informed him 
that a pool was going in 
Fountain Park and an arena 
on the Oblate site on the 
highway. When a park is 

_ over and above what we have 
provided, that’s when the 
cost comes in he said. 
Surveys did not show park- 
land as a concern of the 
residents. Depending on 
price of the land it could be 
one quarter of one half a 
million dollars would go into 
open space which now has a 
low rating in St. Albert. 


RESIDENTS DISAGREE 


Mr. Sentes wasn’t so sure 
on that point, and a woman 
in the audience later stated 
her opinion that when the 
recreation surveys were done 
the attention of residents was 
clearly focused on the badly 
needed pool and arena. Now 
I believe they will focus on 
open space, which may well 
become the top priority she 

It has obviously been a 
nice piece of property for 
years said Mr. Sentes - and 
nobody does anything. We 
think to do something and I 
talked to Shell, who said they 
had only one application, 
from a church, but the price 
was too high. Shell had 
considered a gas bar and 
7-11 type development facing 
Churchill, said Mr. Sentes, 
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and planned to leave the 
back part vacant. It’s too 
expensive for residential, so 
what is going to happen to 
that property. I think THAT 
is the question. The mayor 
said he had asked Shell to set 
out how the property is to be 
developed. 

Shell is co-operative said 
Mr. Sentes - I don’t think 
they are interested in de- 
veloping beyond the strip on 
Churchill at least for the next 


five years. We have asked: 


them for plans in 1977 for an 
overall view on development, 
said the mayor. 

A woman objected to the 
commercial development in 
an area with four schools. It 
will be a hangout and very 
undesirable for the neigh- 
bourhood. The administrator 
said that he and the mayor 
made clear to Shell that they 
cannot recommend piece 
meal development and would 
require a plan which could be 
discussed with the residents. 
We told them something 
must be done and while the 
local people are sympathetic, 
head office is not so much. 

Another woman felt the 
clean up of the site is the best 
idea and get it to grass’ 
There is an 18 inch hole full 
of mud, coathangers, tin 
cans. This is a direct route to: 
an elementary school and I 
don’t think its right she said. 
The mayor didn’t think the 
owners could be forced to 
plant grass. 


A TELLING POINT 


A woman asked how long 
an owner can keep a lot - 
three years - more? I didn’t 
know you could buy and not 
build - we would have bought 
land and speculated on it. 
How CAN this be kept? The 
question has been put to 
Shell, said the mayor and we 
told them we’d better see the 
plans or examine other al- 
ternatives. ‘‘Like a 1977 
plan, 1978 to consider it and 
1979 to start? asked the 
woman. 

Within 4-5-3 months said 
the mayor. 

In the meantime can we 
force them to take care of the 
weeds asked a member of the 
gallery, and regarding ‘‘al- 
ternatives’’ - do you mean 
buy the property and tax us 
for all of it? 

There are two basic ques- 
tions said the mayor. If we 
say rezone we would have to 
pay and buy that commercial 
property. There is a lot of 
open space in that part of St. 
Albert and if this is not a 
priority all over St. Albert 
then this is a specific benefit 
to 12-15,000 homes. 

Coun, Wetsch was not 
sure what the people would 
like. Shell has operated with 
the purpose of phasing in a 
station and convenience sto- 
re. If we look at Shell they 
have proven most receptive, 
he said. If we urge them to 
go ahead, you get a 
commercial development 
more quickly. The second 
priority is to have the space 
open as long as possible. 


COMMERCIAL 
NOT WANTED 


We don’t want ANY 
commercial development in 
that area said a voice from 
the back. So what is the next 
step. Coun. Wetsch went 
back to the Shell operation, 
and the man said emphati- 
cally ‘‘We don’t want Shell 
there at all!’’ 

Coun. Lukay, chairman, 
pointed out that the property 
is zoned C2 and that Shell 


owns it and may dispose of it 
if they wish to another party - 
there are many types of 
commercial development th- 
at could happen under C2 
zoning. 

Coun. Wetsch stated that 
the value of land is deter- 
mined by the zoning, and we 
are now faced with C2 
zoning. The mayor noted that 
the Fountain park pool is on 
town-owned land and this 
land would cost from one to 
three quarters of a million. 

If taxes go up I'll pay, said 
a man in the gallery. This is a 
good area for a pool with four 
schools. I’m only a working 
man like everyone else. 

Coun. Fyfe felt that would 
not be a common view - some 
tell us don’t raise our taxes. 


A FAMILIAR REFRAIN 
SOUNDS AGAIN 


A man and a woman both 
asked why they were told 
when they moved in that the 
property in question was a 
park. Town Hall told me, 
said the man - otherwise I 
wouldn’t have bought. We 
went to town hall personally 
said the woman and were 
told it was park. I see why 
people are angry about the 
convenience centre - people 
want their kids home after 
school. We are wondering 
whether to go ahead and 
landscape our property or 
sell - it’s very disappointing. 

The mayor said older areas 
should be handled like new 
areas with insistence that 
owners post signs denoting 
the zoning. Another woman 
said the area was zoned for 
multiple residential when 
she came and the contractors 
tried to get us to sign for 
apartments. We fought that 
she said, not that apartments 
are that less desirable than 
multiple. 

In this day and age we are 
under pressure from devel- 
opers who want to get as 
much high density as they 
can. 

Another woman protested 
the motorbikes using the site 
and reiterated - how can they 
keep it vacant all this time. 

If we want rezoning we 
must be prepared to pay said 
a woman and we can’t make 
that decision tonight. Also 
we need input on getting a 
pool or arena. We will have 
to give a Shell proposal a 
chance. 

Residents were assured 
they would be advised when 
the Shell proposal for overall 
development is received. Do 
we really have much to say? 
asked a woman - council will 
approve the plan. 

She was assured by the 
mayor that residents could 
take the plan, look at it and 
put in their own ideas.

Grandin Pool, he concluded. 


COUNCILLOR WETSCH 
DISAGREES 


As chairman of the town 
Ad Hoc Committee Chair- 
man Wetsch stated that the 
recommendation was made 
after considerable deliber- 
ation - and Coun. Lukay’s 
concerns were considered. 

After the plebiscite, and 
after the Parks and Rec 
Board’s independent survey, 
we met with provincial 
people and with Edmonton 
Parks and Rec people, and 
with members of both school 
boards, said Coun. Wetsch. 
We identified six areas and 
accepted the need for a pool, 
then we considered four 
sites. And we did consider 
the loss of area in Fountain 
Park. All of the committee 
members were aware of the 
significance of this loss. 

But we also considered 
that if we ever wanted to 
expand there would be room 
- either indoors or outdoors. 
We allowed for flexibility in 
the future. Traffic was con- 
sidered and Fountain Park 
has an advantage. As far as 
the point made on busing, 
said Coun. Wetsch, any site 
in any of the areas would 
give the same problem. 
There were not that many 
sites available and we have 
chosen the one most advan- 
tageous to the community, 
concluded the committee 


chairman, 

Coun, Fyfe endorsed the 
Fountain Park site, saying 
‘‘twe have had a clear 
indication from the public 
what is wanted - and also 
from the Parks and Rec 
Board. In addition the site is 
open to expansion, it does 
not infringe on residential 
areas, is available for school 
and day care children she 
stated. She thought dis- 
advantages of the Maloney 
site outweighed the traffic 
concern and noted that the 
park is bounded by two major 
roads. She said covering 
Grandin Pool wasn’t the 
solution - facilities were 
needed in other areas. ‘‘We 
can’t afford to procrastinate 
any longer, added Coun. 
Fyfe, and with this site we 
get two birds with one stone - 
an extra facility and easy 
access east of the highway. 

Coun. Breadner said that 
as amember of the Ad Hoc 
Committee he shared the 
concern about the park. But 
this is the best location in the 
eastern part of St. Albert, 
and we will not have to open 
Bishop across to it. The 
major access he said would 
be off the end of Sunset 
Blyd., across Cunningham 
Road. 

Coun. Breaduer thought, 
however, that future expan- 
sion on the site will be 
minimal, and he noted that 
the site had the support of 
Wetsch and Throndson as 


well [other committee mem. 
bers]. 


SITE NOT PLANNED 
- MAYOR 


Mayor Plain stated that 
opportunity costs came up 
when a site was not planned. 
The only site planned was 
the Oblate site which the 
people did not support. Then 
it was just a question of 
whose area - which school 
ground - the site was not 
planned. He said he was 
sorry to see the loss in 
Fountain Park, but at this: 
stage after the January pleb- 
iscite - it’s now July - we've 
come to the conclusion, 
based on information we 
could gather that this is the 
best site. ‘‘I support it with 
deep regret, knowing the 
loss of park and of the 
previous design. But we 
must proceed post haste or 
we will not get construction 
underway until Octoboer. If 
we have any more, delays we 
will not have the pool ready 
by next summer. Given the 
time limits we have no other 
choice, Mayor Plain added. 
He preferred Paul Kane over 
V.J. Maloney school where 
there would be impact on 
Broadview Crescent backing 
the area. The impact at Paul 
Kane will at least be across 
the four-lane road, Churchill 
avenue, he concluded. 

Vote went 4-1 with Coun. 
Lukay opposed.

Council discussess traffic problems with RCMP officer 


Staff Sgt. Lambert of the 
RCMP was asked to come to 
council meeting July Sth 
evening by the mayor, who 
wanted to look at enforce- 
ment of transgressions and 
find out ‘‘where we stand.’’ 
This seems an unusual year 
he said, Imyself and other 
councillors 1 think have had 
more complaints. He felt the 
officer could possibly supply 
some type of overview - ways 
to slow traffic and to dis- 
courage or eliminate vio- 
lations. 

The staff sgt’s visit was 
particularly timely on the 
same night as the petitioners 
from Mission avenue appea- 
red before council and on the 
suggestion of Coun. Fyfe 
these were invited to stay for 
Mr. Lambert’s remarks. 

Mr. Lambert said that they 
found through a number of 
speed traps that people are 
becoming ‘‘more complacent 
about $30 or $40 fines, which 
are not too difficult to come 
up with anymore.’’ He added 
that he was not aware of the 
magnitude of the Mission 
Avenue problem, saying ‘‘we 
have had only three com- 
plaints, indicating that peop- 
le are not calling us. Mr. 
Pomfrey however told the 
Gazette he felt this could not 
be accurate and that the 
records would show a lot 
more calls, and possibly 
officer Lambert might have 
been relying on his memory. 

The staff sgt. did say that 
some studies on Mission 
found that speed was not too 
great a problem, with a lot of 
traffic clocked at around 30 
m.p.h, ‘‘Now that we are 
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aware of the magnitude we 
can move in and enforce the 
regulations better, and poss- 
ibly relieve the situation he 
said. It is going to be a 
recurring problem he added 
and we’ll have to try and 
keep the lid on it. 

The mayor asked if he 
needed equipment help and 
Mr. Lambert said yes. We 
have no statistics as to the 
number of fines on Mission 
avenue alone, but for all of 
St. Albert the figure was 206 
in June, which is about 
average. 

Replying to a question 
from Coun. Lukay, Officer 
Lambert said that the police 
can issue a violation for 21 
miles per hour in a crosswalk 
if they wish, but would 
probably assess from 24 
m.p.h., depending on the 
area. 


MOTORCYCLE PROBLEMS 
The mayor asked for an 


outline on motorcycle pro- 
blems and Mr. Lambert said 


the detachment have had a. 


campaign on motorbike off- 
ences. We are faced with 
many coming in from the city 
as well he said. 

Coun. Wetsch asked about 
present legislation and Mr. 
Lambert said it was in the 
Highway Traffic Act under 
stunting. In case of excessive 
noise operators can be 
directed to a garage and 
taken off the road if not 
brought in line. ‘‘Are the 
fines pretty minimal?’’ asked 
Coun. Wetsch and was told 
they were. 

Coun. Fyfe asked how 


often collector roads were 
patrolled and Mr. Lambert 
said the patrols work schools 
and playgrounds at the 
necessary times, and others 
are done in late evening. 
This is done on each shift he 
said and we must spend so 
much time in these areas - 
can’t be too long. ‘‘Policing 
is expensive from our point 
of view said Coun. Fyfe - I’m 
glad you heard the Mission 
people tonight. She also 
mentioned the truck traffic 
and Mr, Lambert said now 
that we are aware we will try 
to handle the situation on 
Mission. 

Coun. Breadner said he 
sympathized with the motor- 
cycle noise and wondered if 
fines are minimal because 
magistrates give them low. 
They are on a schedule said 
Mr. Lambert and operators 
have enough money that 
fines do not discourage 
them. 

Coun. Breadner also en- 
quired about off-highway 
motor vehicles, such as 
operators on railways and 
open fields and whether Mr. 
Lambert had any suggestions 
for municipalities or the 
province. 

This is a problem of great 
magnitude he was told. 
When we get land posted 
they move to other areas. 
Basically they must have 
permission and some land- 
owners say they can use 
areas if they want to. 

At my request the engin- 
eer sent a memo for in- 
creased patrol, said Coun. 
Breadner. Yes, said Mr. 
Lambert, and in conjunction 


with a request to give the 
engineer information re. 
volume and speed level. Mr. 
Byron noted that the police 
report showed after May and 
June checks that 50% of all 
traffic in St. Albert averaged 
26 m.p.h., and 85% of all 
traffic averaged out at 30.9, 
with about 2000 traffic mo- 
vements per day. 

The administrator also 
noted that in 1976 the town 
had put in a request for a 
traffic counter which was 
approved in the budget, but 
the one sought was shown 
not as reliable as they had 
thought, and is on trial. 

In reply to a question from 
the mayor, Mr. Lambert said 
he did not know whether the 
incidence of impaired driving 
had increased since the 
drinking age was lowered. 
The officer also said that a 
majority of impaired charges 
were from Edmonton, which 
the detachment found hard 
to understand.

REFLECTS 
BELTECL? 
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ROAD GRANTS 


It was cute of the mayor to present to his council only one 
positive part of the Provincial Government arterial road 
program. He claimed that City Status would give St. Albert 
%°s of the nearly million dollar cost of their arterial road 
program in 1976. He neglected to tell his council that the 
total Provincial approved budget was six million dollars in 
1976 and that this was being distributed on approved road 
projects to all 10 cities in Alberta, including the two big 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary. He neglected also to say 
that the Town of St. Albert, as a town, received this year 
approximately $450,000.00 unconditional road grant. He 

to point out to Lis council that St. Albert received 
$130,000 Public Transportation assistance grant and would 
receive over a period of six years $780,000.00. This, by the 
way, was not granted to Sherwood Park [with 36,000 
population], or many other cities in Alberta. 


The mayor has a breakdown of City Status versus Town 
Status on transportation grants but he continually ignores 
the amount of Provincial monies that assist St. Albert as a 
town. There is also the matter of the maintenance and 
upkeep of St. Albert Trail for two miles through the centre of 
St. Albert, mow borne by the Province. 


Behind the request for city status is there an ego trip to 
build St. Albert three to five times its present area and 
population? 


THE “‘REC’’ COMPLEX 


Do local governments really pay any attention to ratepayers 
concerns? It would seem that St. Albert council is 
completely ignoring the plebiscite of last January by 
approving the Highway Site for the proposed Recreation 
complex. The petition that brought about the plebiscite 
clearly stated that the citizens did not want the highway site 
and clearly gave their preference for neighbourhood 
facilities. It’s true that the much needed covered swimming 
pool will be constructed in the neighbourhood of Forest 
Lawn near Paul Kane High School. But the major facility - 
the arena and sports complex is to go on the highway site, 
and as was pointed out in council can be expanded to a 
major facility in the future. All council members except Rod 
Throndson favoured this choice, mainly because of access, 
which is poor to the St. Albert High site. 


It is not the intention of this newspaper or any group of local 
citizens to prolong the delay in | uilding the badly needed 
recreation facilities. What is being pointed out is the fact 
that the people voted for neighbourhood facilities. And the 
concerns are many on the highway site for children 
travelling and crossing the wide highway - and it is not a 
*‘ne *? site. Prior to the council vote of 5-0 on 
July 5th, Coun. Rod Throndson, at an earlier committee 
meeting in June, expressed his concerns and those of the 
citizens involved with the plebiscite. 


The swimming pool site meets with the approval of the vast 
majority of St. Albert residents. Perhaps we will once again 
have a roll call on the site of the complex. 


UNEASINESS 


What’s going on with Town Council! The last year has been 
a period of confrontation with town council beginning with 
recreation facilities and reaching the climax of a costly 
plebiscite. Additional shopping outlets such as a major food 
store, an indoor theatre and a department store were frozen 
while the mayor and council negotiated for a regional 
shopping centre which didn’t . Citizen groups 
have petitioned council on the wisdom of population density 
throughouth the town, and on new areas of commercial 
development. Traffic and noise areas are of much concern to 
residents but nothing is done, except have a look, when they 
bring their complaints to tewn elected officials. 


These, we believe are the effects of uncontrolled growth 
coupled with tax revenue raised mainly from residential 
property. 


The mayor in particular hasn’t exactly been sitting on his 
butt. He has directed the hiring of consultants and setting 
up of studies for everything from soup to nuts, including 
recreation, industry, shopping centres, downtown core 
development, water from Big Lake, sewer to Morinville, 
traffic and arterial roads and others. Just to read these 
reports is a chore, the cost is another thing, and to 
implement many of the recommendations from the reports 
would cost the taxpayers plenty and still not satisfy the 
majority of residents. 


A suggestion was made two years ago by MLA Ernie 
Jamison that regional co-operation between St. Albert, 
Edmonton, MD of Sturgeon, Morinviile and the villages 
within the MD of Sturgeon followed by a Regional 
Government would be required before the residents of the 
complete area would get some relief from high taxation and 
receive the necessary services. To date this has not come 
about and there is not even an atmosphere of co-operation. 


The provincial government has also an important role to 
play in the orderly development of this entire region. More 
than two years ago a Municipal Finance Council was 
established to recommend to Government solutions to many 
municipal problems. The St. Albert MLA has repeatedly 
requested the Government that this council realize the 
urgency and come up with a formula to more equitably 
distribute to the municipalities tax revenues generated by 
Alberta industry. Sharing of industrial tax on a per capita 
basis, is his recommendation. 


The finance council should also recommend to Government 


a positive method of long term, low interest finance money 
to loan to fast growing municipalities to upgrade or 
construct water lines, sewer disposal systems, access roads, 
and public transportation. This also is slow at coming. 


On the local scene in St. Albert, a start on the regional 
concept for recreation facilities would be a good start, 
Water, sewer, health services and transportation are 
naturals for regional operation and this could be the basis 
for Regional Government. It will require an atmosphere of 
trust and co-operation which is unfortunately lacking ai 
present. :

A letter to the editor 
entitled ‘‘Senior Bus Shel- 
ter’’ (July 7, 1976 edition of 
the Gazette) asked how long 
senior citizens would have to 
wait to have a bench or a 
shelter erected near the bus 
stop on St. Vital Avenue near 
the Youville Home.

ary deliberations last winter.

licenced radio operators, 
some with two or three in 
town, with more coming 
every week - it's tough to 
keep track he said. License

Last fall we recognized 
there were a lot of C.B.ers 
and thought it would be a 
good idea to form a club, Mr. 
Garrett continued, to co-or- 
dinate our efforts to run a 
good set up and comply with 
regulations. We now have 35 
family memberships, and 
wives are as much a part as 
the men and kids. 


C.B.s PERFORM 
MANY USEFUL SERVICES 


The Pathfinders have wor- 
ked with local and the RCMP 
and Mr. Garrett described 
seven areas of community 
service they have been 
involved with in the short 
time since formation. 

They worked with the 
RCMP and townspeople to 
form a Hallowe'en patrol and 
tried to keep abreast of what 
was going on. From their 
cars operators could phone a 
base station which had direct 
communication with the pol- 
ice, In February they helped 
with the Lions carnival 
during the parade and the 
dog races, when operators 
could follow the races and 
report back to the Lions van 
on the progress of the race 
for relaying to the crowd. 

The Pathfinders also wor- 
ked with the Kinsmen on the 
Rodeo Parade, to try and 
keep the parade in close 
formation. On several occa- 
sions they assisted police 
with searches for lost child- 
ren not only in St. Albert but 
in Edionton too. 

They worked with the Kin- 
ettes blood donor clinic, pro- 
viding free transportation to 
the clinic. 

Mr. Garrett concluded by 
telling council that the Path- 
finders are presently hoping 
that a scheme can be worked 
out under which the club 
could assist school boards by 
patrolling school grounds to 
check vandalism. In addition 
he added that a large per- 
centage of operators are 
teens who are given a new 
outlet for their energies and 
resources. 

John Tanchak reviewed 
the basic equipment used by 
C.B. operators - car radios 
with a range up to 20 miles 
which caa vary. Minimum 
cost of a mobile radio and 
antenna to install on a 
vehicle he said was $150. 
Communication is. establish- 
ed between mobile operators 
and base stations in homes 
and Mr. Tanchak said quite a 
number of small businesses 
make use of them as well as 
their use for recreation. 

He told council of a 
personal experience of wit- 
nessing an accident. I was 
able to get a base station and 
report the need of an ambu- 
lance and the police and 
within two minutes the police 
arrived and the ambulance 
was there in five minutes, 
sald Mr. Tanchak, adding 
that such incidents of C.B. 
help are common in Edmon- 
ton re accidents. 

Range of a base station he 
said was 30 miles on average 
and cost ranges from $250 - 
$750. The RCMP have a 
number of base stations and 
the Pathfinders are now 
working out a grid system for 
St. Albert so that we can 


reach people in each area 
who know the area very well 
to call upon in cases of 
searches for lost children, 
and assist the police while 
keeping in contact with 
them. 

Hand held walkie talkies 
with a 1-5 mile range are not 
used too often he said, but 
are valuable in searches on 
foot. They cost about $50 - 
$150. 

There is a fair bit of money 
invested in C.B. equipment 
here said Mr. Tanchak and 
our club is trying to organize 
and channel this equipment 
to good use. 


CLUB WELL AWARE OF 
PROBLEMS 


We know there are probl- 
ems with TVI and BCI 
(television and broadcasting 
interference). People have 
trouble with stereos and tape 
recorders - even the police 
band will come in 9n FM 
home radios, he added. The 
problems usually lie with the 
reception equipment in the 
houses said Mr. Tanchak. In 
most cases when the De- 
partment of Communications 
comes out on a complaint the, 
C.B. people check out o.k. 
and are found to be meeting 
all standards. Part of the 
problems arise from low an- 
tennas and there would be‘no 
problems at 200 feet, but that 
is not practical. 

Problems with mobile sta- 
tions interfering with T.V. 
are usually temporary he 
noted while operator is 
passing. He said he didn’t 
know if much can be done. 
Some club members have 
offered to supply parts for 
their neighbour’s equipment 
he said. A radio frequency 
by-pass will filter out the 
offending C.B. frequency. 
Usually these offers are not 
accepted, Mr. Tanchak add- 
ed. 

With the phenomenal gr- 
owth of C.B.s it is hard to 
check the interference pro- 
blem and he noted that C.B.s 
have their own problems 
with things such as power 
lawn mowers, hospital x-ray 
equipment and such inter- 
ferences on their bands - but 
we of course are badly 
outnumbered by the tele- 
vision owners, concluded 
Mr. Tanchak.

Mr. Watson of DOC was 
called upon and said that Mr.

As we make the transition from the third to the final quarter 
of this century the world food economy appears to be 
undergoing a fundamental transformation. Two develop- 
ments stand out. One is that the comfortable reserve of 
surplus stocks and excess production capacity which the 
world has enjoyed over the past generation may now be 
history. The other is that the world is becoming 
overwhelmingly dependent on North America for its food 
supplies. Together these two developments add up to a new, 
role and responsibility for North America. 


A measure of growing worldwide food deficits is shown by 
the grain exports from North America which have doubled 
during the seventies, expanding from 48 million tons in the 
1970 fiscal year to nearly 100 million during the current 
fiscal year. During the current fiscal year Canada and the 
United States will export enough grain to feed the 600 
million people of India. 


The obvious question is: why has one region emerged as a 
supplier of food to the rest of the world? If one were to select 
the single dominant factor reshaping world trade patterns in 
recent decades, it would be the varying rates of population 
growth. 


A comparison of North America and Latin America 
illustrates the devastating role of rapid population growth. 
As recently as 1950, North America and Latin America had 
roughly equal populations, 163 and 168 million respectively. 
The difference since then explains much of the changing 
trade pattern. While North America’s population growth 
has slowed substantially since the late fifties, Latin 
America’s has escalated at an explosive rate. 


Several Latin American countries, such as Mexico, 
Venezuela, Peru, and Brazil have population growth rates of 
three percent or more per year, a rate which, if it continues, 
would lead to a 19 fold population increase within a 
century. If North America’s 1950 population had expanded 
at three percent per year, it would now be 341 million rather 
than the actual 236 million. At current per capita 
consumption levels, those additional 105 million people 
would absorb virtually all exportable supplies and North 
America would be struggling to maintain self-sufficiency. 


What is needed is a dramatically stepped up effort to both 
slow population growth everywhere and to accelerate 
agricultural growth, particularly in the developing 
countries, where the greatest unrealized production 
remains.

Commencing July 9, the 
Edmonton Art Gallery will be 
showirfg works by two Cana- 
dian painters, Emily Carr 
(1871-1945) and David Milne

Both Carr and Milne 
developed their personal 
styles of painting outside the 
mainstream of early 20th 
century Canadian painting, 
that is, the Group of Seven. 
David Milne spent 24 years 
outside of Canada, studying 
in New York and later joining 
the Canadian army in Eng- 
land during World War 1. He 
returned to Canada in 1928, 
and maintained a critical 
antagonism toward the Gr- 
oup of Seven, while seeking 
increasing isolation in the 
bush country near Toronto. 
Although Emily Carr was at 
one point significantly in- 
fluenced by Lawren Harris, 
one of the original Seven, her 
painting continued to de- 
velop in a personal way 
partly because of early 
studies with the Fauvist 
painters in Paris. In the ab- 
sence of recognition and acc- 
laim during most of her life- 
time, she continued to return 
to the forests of British 
Columbia to seek inspiration 
for her work.

One group of people who 
are often overlooked when 
people talk or think of a 
social life are the young 
adults of the community. I 
use the term young adults to 
emphasize the fact that these 
are young people who are 
actually in the throws of 
entering adutlhood and as 
such the many pressures and 
problems of becoming an 
adult are being experienced 
for the first time. Think back 
and try and remember your 
young adult years when 
problems such as choosing a 
career, handling your first 
car accident, or contempla- 
ting striking out on your own 
seemed insurmountable. Or 
pressures such as increased 
responsibilities, going out on 
your first date, or being in 
with the crowd yet being true 
to your conscience seemed 
unbearable. 

Now try and think of a 
place in this community 
where the ‘‘young adults’’ 
can go and socialize among 
their peers. 

The regular meeting pla- 
ces you find in most comm- 
unities such as arcades or 
pool halls are not to be found 
in St. Albert. The local 
restaurants have experien- 
ced this congregation of local 
youths and partly out of 
financial necessity have had 
to levy minimum order 
restrictions to keep large 
numbers of youths from 
meeting. So where do the 
young adults go to meet this 
natural need for socializing 
with friends? 

Well, try the local drive-in 
on a Friday or Saturday night 
and you'll find an average of 
30 to 100 teens on a good

night sitting on the grounds 
in front of the screen, This 
can be a great annoyance to 
the people in cars and on top 
of that it’s illegal and some- 
thing the drive-in manager 
has been fighting with for 
three or four years now. You 
might also try the mall and 
talk to a few of the local 
businessmen about the num- 
bers of teens“ ‘hanging ar- 
ound,’’ Take a drive out in 
the country some evening to 
visit some of the local bush 
bashes where teens ‘‘so- 
cialize’’ and because of the 
unsupervised nature of these 
parties alot of drinking goes 
on, is this where you want 
your young adult to start 
trying out his/her socializing 
skills? 

To try and fill this void the 
three local teen clubs with 
the assistance of a group of 
adult citizens have received 
permission from council to 
utilize the basement of the 
Day Care Centre as a Teen 
Recreation Centre on desig- 
nated nights of the week.

SFDP met biggest success ® 


in Alberta 


The provisions of the Small 
Farm Development Program 
(SFDP), an agreement sign- 
ed by the federal and Alberta 
governments in 1972, are 
currently under review. This 
five year agreement, which 
has provision for a possible 
extension for two additional 
years, expires at the end of 
March 1977. 

While all provinces across 
Canada entered into similar 
agreements, tailored to meet 
their special needs, the 
program met its earliest and 
greatest volume of business 
success in Alberta. The 
agreement includes the Land 
Transfer Program (LTP), ad- 
ministered by the Farm 
Credit Corporation, and cou- 
nselling services which are 
provided jointly by Alberta 
Agriculture’s field extension 
staff and staff seconded to 
Alberta Agriculture by Agri- 
culture Canada. 

Activity in the land trans- 
fer program, which has been 
heaviest in the northern half 
of Alberta, has virtually 
dried up now as a con- 
sequence of a doubling in 
farm real estate values since 
1972. This situation has 
rendered many prospective 
applicants ineligible. Both 
the criteria for eligibility 
under LTP and the provision 
of counselling services to 
farmers are currently under 
review at both government 
levels.

Grants of up to $3,500 may 
be paid to farmers who sell 
their farms for less than 
$40,000 and leave agri- 
culture, either to retire or 
seek other means of live- 
lihood. Also, special credit 
may be approved for beg- 
inning farmers with very 
limited cash resources and 
for expanding farmers whose 
total assets are less than 
$75,000 and who are pur- 
chasing their land from a 
farmer who was eligible for a 
grant under SFDP. 

The other main feature of 
the program has been the 
provision of counselling ser- 
vices by seconded federal 
staff and by district agri- 
culturists in response to 
referrals by the Farm Credit 
Corporation’s credit advisors 
and the Agricultural De- 
velopment Corporation. 
Counselling is provided to 
help farmers better under- 
stand their alternatives be- 
fore they make decisions on 
such things as expansion, 
retirement or some other 
kind of employment. 

During 1975 alone over 
7,400 major counselling in- 
terviews and fz 1'm visits were 
conducted under the pro- 
gram, as well as over 400 
meetings and courses for 
SFDP clients. This volume 
was about equally split 
between some 28 seconded 
Agriculture Canada staff and
